Coach Frank Beamer’s Hokies will 
be playing in their fourth consecutive 
bowl when they clash with all- 
powerful Nebraska at Pro Player

During the 1996 campaign, Tech 
became the first team in school history to 
win 10 games during the regular season, 
finishing with a 10-1 record. The 

Hokies now have swept 20 of 
their last 21 games. Tech 
\ closed the 1995 season 


















with 10 straight victories 
and capped the year by 
defeating Texas, 28-19, 
in the Nokia Sugar Bowl 
game, 
After winning The 
BiG EAST Conference 
championship 
outright in 1995, the 
Hokies shared the 
title this season with 
Miami and Syracuse, 
Tech was chosen the 
BIG EAST's Alliance 
Bowl representative 
because it finished 
higher in the national 
polls than Miami and 
Syracuse. In the final requiar 
season voting, the Hokies were 
selected ninth tn the coaches’ 
USA Today/CNN poll and were 
10th in The Associated Press poll. 
Individuals won high honors, too, for 
the Hokies in 1996. Cornell Brown, a 
consensus Alj-American in 1995, repeated 
as a Walter Camp All-American and was one 
of four finalists in voting for the Lombardi 
Award. Quarterback Jim Druckenmiller was 
named the BIG EAST Conference's co- 
Offensive Player of the Year along with 
Syracuse quarterback Donovan 


Versatile Shawn Scales heiped 
push Tech toa banner season. 
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McNabb. The Hokies landed 12 players on 
the All-BJG EAST first and second teams. 

And, for the second straight year, Tech's 
Beamer was chosen by his peers as The BIG 
EAST Conference Coach of the Year. 

Tech gained much of its national 
acclaim this year by sweeping four tiger- 
tough games to close out the reqular 
season. Many felt the closing stretch against 
East Carolina, Miami, West Virginia and 
Virginia on successive Saturdays was the 
toughest run ever faced by a Tech team. 

The Hokies, however, came through the 
stretch with flying colors. 

The run started with a convincing 35- 
14 win over East Carolina before a crowd cf 
49,128 ona frigid night at Lane Stadium/ 
Worsham Field. Druckenmiller had a banner 
game, passing for three touchdowns. He hit 
Michael Stuewe on a 65-yard scoring play, 
threw a 23-yarder to Cornelius White anda 
15-yarder to fullback Brian Edmonds. 

Tech played that game without its 
defensive star Brown and six other players 
who were suspended at mid-week after 
being charged with participating in a fight in 
downtown Blacksburg. 

Next came a national headline match 
with Miami at the Orange Bowl and whata 
game it turned out to be. The Hokies won, 
21-7, but were not ensured of victory until 
they came up with two interceptions in the 
Tech end zone in the final two minutes. 

The first of those interceptions came 
with the Hurricanes trailing by just seven 
points and facing a fourth-and-four at the 
Tech eight. Hokie reserve safety Keion 
Carpenter picked off a Scott Covington pass 
in the end zone and raced 100 yards fora 
touchdown with 1:54 left. 

When Miami roared back into scoring 
range, Torrian Gray of the Hokies ended the 
last Hurricane threat by intercepting another 
Covington pass with 40 seconds left. 

When Tech played host to West Virginia 
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at Lane Stadium/Worsham Field the next 
week, it turned out to be Cornell Brown Day. 
He completely wrecked the Mountaineer’s 
offense as Tech scored a 31-14 triumph. 

Brown contributed three quarterback 
sacks to the Tech cause and picked offa 
quarterback pitch on a reverse play to stop 
a West Virginia drive. 

Meanwhile, tailback Ken Oxendine ran 
for 104 yards and two touchdowns and 
Druckenmiller threw two touchdown 
passes to Cornelius White on plays covering 
35 and six yards.The Tech offensive outburst 
came against a defense that ranked among 
the best in college football. 

The win gave Tech a final 6-1 BIG EAST 
record for the second straight year. Syracuse 
went into the last week of BIG EAST play 
unbeaten, but was upset by Miami to throw 
the race into a three-way te. 

The Hokies closed out the regular 
season against old rival Virginia in 
Blacksburg and came away with a 26-9 
victory. A sellout crowd of 50,128 and a vast 
CBS television audience saw that game. 

The Cavaliers led, 9-7 at the half, but 
the Hokies came back to score 19 
unanswered points after intermission. 
Druckenmiller tossed two touchdown 
passes and threw a 74 yard aerial to White 
tO set up another score. 

Flanker Shawn Scales capped the day 
when he ran 17 yards on a reverse play for 
the Hokies’ last touchdown. 

Just as it did during the 1995 season, 
Tech got off toa shaky start this campaign. 
The Hokies had to overcome a lot of 
opening game mistakes to barely defeat 
Akron, 21-18, tn a game on the road. 

Oxendine went down with an injury in 
that contest and his top backup, Marcus 
Parker, was serving a suspension at the 
time. That left Shyrone Stith, an untested 
freshman, to carry the load at tailback. He 
carried it well, rushing for 119 yards and 
scoring two touchdowns. 

Stuth was a strong force again the nexe 
week as Tech blasted Boston College on the 
road, He ran for 80 yards and again scored 
two touchdowns. Fullback Edmonds also 
had a big game, scoring twice on runs of 21 
and 19 yards. The Tech defense never gave 
the Eagles a chance, recording seven sacks. 

Tech made its first home game of the 
season a successful one with a 30-14 victory 
over Rutgers. The Hokies, however, had to 
break a 14-74 tte in the third quarter to earn 
the win. 

Freshman Shayne Graham had three 
field goals, hitting from 35,31 and 25 yards. 
Edmonds clinched the win with a 19-yard 
scoring run with 6:25 left in the game.

Tne Hokies’ only loss came in the 
fourth game at Syracuse. The Orangemen 
scored 28 unanswered points in the second 
half and thoroughly whipped the Techmen, 
52-21. The loss snapped Tech’s 13-game 
winning streak, the longest in the nation at 
the time. 

Quarterback Donovan McNabb 
engineered the Syracuse win with an 
assortment of big piays. None was bigger 
than a 48-yard pass to Jim Turner on third- 
and-17 after Tech had crept back to within 
three points at 24-21 in the third period. 

The Hokies regrouped and thrashed 
Temple the next week in Blacksburg, 38-0, 
as Oxendine returned to the headlines with 
three touchdowns. One came ona 71-yard 
burst. The Owls only penetrated the Tech 


40-yard line twice. 

The next week, a patr of Druckenmiller 
to Shawn Scales passes lifted Tech to a 34- 
17 win over Pitt in Blacksburg. The Tech 
defense limited the Panthers to just 69 
yards of total offense in the second half. 

Tech also breezed to an easy non- 
conference victory in a game with 
Southwestern Louisiana at Blacksburg. A 
pair of Oxendine scoring runs and two 
touchdown passes by Druckenmiller broke 
the game open. Graham made four field 
goals, hitting from 20, 19, 25 and 32 yards. 

That game set the stage for the tough 
stretch run in which Tech’s season went 
from good to great, vaulting the Hokies 
high in the national rankings and into their 
second straight major bowl.

The 1996 Hokies, who are headed to the FedEx Orange Bowl, 
posted the most regular season wins in school history with a 10-1 
record. After winning the BIG EAST Conference title outright in 1995, 
the Hokies shared it this season with Syracuse and Miami. Beamer 
now has guided the Hokies to two Straight spots in the Bowl 
Alliance, 

The 1995 Hokies proved to be one of the greatest teams in 
school history anc capped a 10-game winning streak in the Nokia 
Sugar Bowl game against Texas with a 28-10 comeback victory that 
had Tech fans dancing in the streets of New Orleans. 

Like his team, Beamer has come out of it all wearing blue 
ribbons, The top honor came when his coaching peers in the BIG

EAST picked him Coach of the Year for the second straight time this 
fall, He was named Virginia Coach of the Year by The College Sports 
Information Directors and numerous other clubs and organizations 
in 1995 and was one of five finalists in voting for the Bear Bryant 
Award as National Coach of the Year. Gary Barnett of Northwestern 
won that award. 

The Virginia Tech administration also has taken note of 
Beamer's headline success. Last summer, the administration 
announced that it had reached an agreement with Beamer for a 
new five-year contract which will extend his tenure through the 
2000 season. 

The 1995 success was just a continuation of what nad 
transpired in the two previous seasons. During the 1993 campaign, 
the Techmen fooled all the experts by posting a 9-3 record and 
winning the Independence Bowl game over Indiana. The 1994 
team was 8-3 during the reqular season before losing in the Gator 
Bowl to Tennessee. Beamer’s overall record the past four seasons is 
37-10.

Frank Beamer ts a Virginia Tech man in every way. Three times 
in the pasi six years, he has given back part of his earnings to the 
university. This past summer, he and his wife Cheryl presented a 
$50,000 gift to Tech. It was their second $50,000 gift in five years. 
Both have been earmarked for 
improvements to athletics facilities. 

In 1990, Beamer received a new 
contract and a substantial pay raise. 
He refused the raise, however, until 
such time that al! classified and 
faculty employees at Tech had the 
same opportunity for pay raises. 
Most state salaries had been frozen 
at the time. 

The 50-year-old Beamer, first 
alumnus to guide the Hokie 
footballers in more than 40 years, 
took over the Tech reins in January, 
1987. He began work just a few days 
after Tech had beaten North 
Carolina State in the Peach Bowl. 

Beamer was a defensive back— 
and a good one—on Tech teams 
coached by Jerry Claiborne from 
1966 through 1968. He participated 
Photoarapty by Glee IN two Liberty Bowl games in 1966 
: and 1968 and made the All-Virginia 
Big Five Team in his senior season 
when he captained the Hokies. 

Beamer was a dean's list 
student at Tech and was active 
outside athletics as a member of Omicron Delta Kappa leadership 
fraternity. He was in Who's Who in American Colleges and Universities. 
He also served as president of the Tech Monogram Club. 

He received a Bachelor of Science degree in distributive 
education from Tech in 1969 and a master’s in quidance from 
Radford in 1972. Then came the Start of the Beamer coaching 
career, 

He began as an assistant at Radford High School from 1969 
through 1971.Then after one season as a graduate assistant at the 
University of Maryland, he went to The Citadel where he worked six 
years under Bobby Ross, the current coach of the San Diego 
Chargers, and one year under Art Baker. His last two years at The 
Citadel, Beamer was defensive coordinator. 

It was 1979 that Beamer went to Murray State as defensive 
coordinator under Mike Gottfried. He had an immediate impact on 
Ohio Valley Conference football. With his arrival came the wide- 
tackle-six defense and the Racers vaulted to second in the nation in 
rushing defense and fourth in scoring defense that season. 

Beamer was named head coach at Murray State in 198] and 
went on to compile a six-year record of 42 wins, 23 losses and two 
ties. Counting his 10 years at Virginia Tech, the overall Beamer 
record as a head coach is 103-73-4. 

The Tech coach was born in Mt. Airy, N.C. and raised in 
Hillsville, Va. At Hillsville High, he earned 11 varsity letters as a 
three-sport athlete in football, basketball and baseball. He was the 
Starting quarterback and also a defensive back.In two seasons at 
quarterback, he passed for 43 touchdowns, 

Beamer is married to the former Cheryl Oakley of Richmond, 
Va.,and they have two children, a 19-year old son Shane, a 
sophomore at Tech who plays on the football team for his dad, and 
a 14-year-old daughter, Casey.

The Hokies capped their first-ever 10-win 
reqular season with a 26-9 victory over state rival 
Virginia in Blacksburg. A sellout crowd watched 
Tech limit the 20th-ranked Cavaliers to just three 
field goals and score 19 unanswered points in the 
second half to break the qame open. Senior 
quarterback Jim Druckenmiller tossed two 
touchdown passes for the Hokies and completed 
a 72-yard aérial to Cornelius White to set up 
another score, Flanker Shawn Scales ran 17 yards 
on a reverse for Tech’s final touchdown as the 
Hokies piled up 413 total yards of offense.

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Virginia Tech's 28-10 Nokia Sugar Bowl victory over Texas last 
season stands alone as the Hokies’ crowning achievement in 
postseason football play. But the Techmen, who are headed to their 
10th bowl game and fourth in a row, always seem to find a way to 
create a special brand of excitement in postseason play. 

The 1996 Sugar Bowl was special. lt was the most prestigious 
bowl appearance ever for the Hokies and they made the mast of it. 
Tech overcame a 10-point deficit to beat Texas and score one of the 
most stirring victories in the school’s athletic history, 

A roaring crowd of 70,283 at the Superdome saw Tech win 
behind the leadership of Most Valualle Player Bryan Still. 

The momentum changed dramatically when Still returned a punt 
60 yards for a Tech touchdown with 2:34 left in the first half, 

Tech got the lead in the third quarter at 14-10 on a one-yard 
plunge by Marcus Parker, Then Still got back into the act. He hauled in 
a 54-yard touchdown pass from quarterback Jim Oruckenmiller on a 
play that spelled doom for the Longhorns. 

The Tech defense blitzed Texas quarterback James Brown into 
submission, He was sacked five times and threw three pass 
interceptioons. 

lt was Tech's defense that accounted for the team’s final 
touchdown with 5:06 left in the game. All-American Cornell Brown 
picked up his second sack of the game, causing a fumble. Tackle Jim 
Baron scooped up the ball and ran 20 yards to score. 

Other bowl games also provided high excitement for Tech fans. 

Who will ever forget The Kick? [tended perhaps the most 
exciting bowl game of the 1986 season as Virginia Tech’s Chris Kinzer 
booted a 40-yard field goal to vault the Hokies past North Carolina 
State in the New Peach Bowl. The 25-24 victory came with no time 
showing on the clock and provided

80 yards for a score to give the Hokies a 28-13 halftime lead. 

In Tech's first trip to the Independence Bowl in 1984, Outland 
Trophy winner Bruce Smith led Tech against the Air Force Falcons. 
Tech's powerlul defensive unit held Air Force to only three first 
downs in the first half, but the Falcons got rolling in the secortd haif. 
Quarterback Bart Weiss, named the game’s Most Valuable Player, was 
the ringleader as Air Farce won the battle, 23-7. 

The first bow! bid that Tech received followed the 1946 season, 
when the Hokies played Cincinnati in the Sun Bowl at El Paso, Texas. 
An early snow covered Blacksburg that year and threatened to end 
all football practices. Bulldozers and snow plows were used to clear a 
practice area on the Drillfield and the Hokies gat in their bow! 
preparations. [he Tech team encountered more snowy weather 
when it reached El Paso. But the game was played on a snow-free 
field with Cincinnati corning out on top, 18-6. 

It was not until 1966 that Tech received another bow! bid. This 
time, the Hokies were chasen to participate in the Liberty Bowl at 
Memphis, ienn., against Miami (Fla. }. Tne Hokies were 8-1-1 entering 
the contest and were led by All-American defensive back Frank Loria. 

Miami, ranked ninth nationally, won 14-7, in a hard-hitting 
defensive struggle. The Techmen scored first on 4 twa-yard plunge 
by Tommy Francisco. Bul the Miami defense held Tech to only one 
first down the last three quarters. 

Two years later in 1968, Tech returned to the Liberty Bowl and 
squared off against Wviississippi. The Hokies were 7-3 after a rocky 2-3 
start and were led by another defensive All-American, linebacker 
Mike Widger, Ole Miss had a quarterback by the name of Archie 
Manning and he sparked the Rebels to a 34-17 victory after Tech had 
taken a 17-0 first-quarter lead.

Almost as dynamic was Tech’s 45-20 win over Indiana of the Big 
|Q Conference in the 1993 Independence Bowl qarne. 

The last minute of the first half of the Independence Bowl will be 
most remembered for its unbelievable action-packed ending. Virginia 
Tech was leading Indiana, 14-13, with only 35 seconds left until 
halftime and Indiana had the ball on the Tech 49-yard line, when 
DeWayne Knight exploded through the IU offensive line to cause a 
fumble. J.C. Price hadi tis hands on the ball bur he cauld not control it. 
That is when Lawrence Lewis got “the worid’s greatest bounce,” 
returning the loose ball 20 yards for a touchdawn to give Tech a 71-13 
lead over the Haosiers, 

Tne Hokies, however, were nol irushed with their dramiiirs, 
Tech's Jeff Hollard blacked the Hoosiers’ field qaal try with no ume 
left in the first half and Antonio Banks settked under the ball and raced 
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football. 
Tech tailback Cyrus Lawrence emerged as one of the biggest 
Stars of the gqarne. He rushed for 134 yards and scored the lone Hokie 
touchdown, Ashley Lee, then a freshman linebacker, had 15 tackles 
for the Techmen, 

The Hokies fell to a tough Tennessee team, 45-23, ina 
transplanted Gator Bowl contest at Florida Field in Gainesville 
December 30, 1994. 

The high-powered Volunteer offense totaled 495 yards in the 
affair behind their highly-touted tailback James (Little Man) Stewart. 
Stewart, Tennessee's all-time leading rusher, rushed for three 
touchdowns and threw for another score en route to earning the 
game’s Most Valuable Player award, 

Tech's Dwayne Thomas would not be outdone, dazzling the 
62,200 fans in attendance by rushing 19 times for 102 yards and one 
touchdown. Thomas had a one-yard burst for a score in the second 
quarter and rambled 27 yards to set up Maurice DeShazo’'s seven- 
yard touchdown cun in the third quarter, 


jt’s Boom Time For Tech Athletics 


Tech Athletes Excel In 
A Number of Sports — 
And in Classroom, Too 





Virginia Tech's meteoric rise to national prominence in 
football is just one of the many examples of the progress made in 
athletics under the quidance of Dave Braine. The Hokies’ athletic 
director, now concluding his ninth season on the job, has played 
a vital role in upgrading the university’s status in all sports. 

Four straight bowl games and high national rankings have 
made Virginia Tech a major force on the football scene. But 
basketball and other sports are doing well, too. 

The Hokie basketballers under veteran Coach Bill Foster 
swept the championship of the National Invitation Tournament 
with a dramtic overtime victory over Marquette in 1995. Then 
Tech kept up the good work last season with a 23-6 record anda 
berth in the National Collegiate Athletic Association Tournament. 

In basketball, the Techmen’s 48-16 record the past two 


seasons is the best in school history for any similar period of time. 


In its first season as a member of the Atiantic 10 Conference 
for most spcrts except football, Tech captured three 
championships. The Hokies came in first in golf and men’s and 
women's tennis. The men’s basketballers finished first in the West 
Division during the regular season with a 13-3 record, 

In the Atlantic 10 All-Sports race, the Tech men’s teams 
captured first place in 1995-96 while the Tech women’s teams 
were fourth, 

Prior to joining the Atlantic 10, Tech was a member of the 
old Metro Conference. In the 
1994-95 school year, Tech 
won the Metro Conference 
All-Sports championship for a 
third straight year. The Hokies’ 
women's teams captured the 
same honor in 1992-93 and 
finished second the next two 
years. 

Highlighting the 1994-95 
school year were five 
championships. lech 
captured the Metro regular 
season title in women’s 
basketball and competed in 
the NCAA Tournament. The 
baseball team won the 
regular season crown and the 
Hokies also took home titles 
in men’s cross country and 
indoor track. 

One big plus for Tech is 
its outstanding sports 
complex. The Hokies’ facilities 
for athletics are considered 


among the best 
in the country.

Tech finished sixth behind Penn State, UCLA, Michigan, 
Stanford and Notre Dame. 

Braine and others in the Tech athletic department say the 
best is yet to come.”Even though we have been successful, we 
haven't scratched the surface,” Braine said.” We are going to move 
forward in pursuit of even greater success, both on the playing 
field and in the classroom.”

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The Orange Bowl game and festival, 
one of the nation’s mast colorful annua! 
spectacles, is a story of imagination and 
foresight born by men in the middle of a 
national depression, having little local 
resources upon which to rely but an 
appealing climate. 

During the late 1920s and early 30s, 
Hialeah Race Course was the winter home 
of some of the world’s finest 
thoroughbreds. During its winter season, 
the area’s hotels and restaurants were 
bustling with those who came to Miami to 
follow the horses. It didn't take long for civic 
leaders to realize a Northerner’s attraction 
to the Florida sunshine. 

The Bowl game's founders, George R. 
Hussey and Earnie Seiler of the University of 
Miami, joined forces with football 
powerhouse Manhatten College's Chick 
Meehan to pit the two schools against each 
other in the first contest. 

The outcome was just as crazy as 
Miami beat mighty Manhattan, 7-0, in a 
game played on a Moore Park field six 
inches deep in sand. The tradition that 
began that day later grew in the single 
largest tourist attraction in Miami. 

The name Orange Bow! was put before 
the group and immediately embraced and 
the January |, 1935 game was played for 
the first time under the Orange Bow! 
banner. Bucknell was invited to oppose the 
Hurricanes and the Bison routed Miami, 26-0. 

With a full year to prepare for the 1936 
contest and riding the crest of a wave of 
national publicity achieved in the initial 
contest, the Committee decided to expand 
and hold a lavish parade on New Year's Day 
along with another football game. 

By now, the organization referred to 
itself as the Orange Bowl Committee. it 
decided to arrange a game with two out-of- 
state teams, reasoning that two teams 
would double the nationwide interest. Thus, 
Catholic University was chosen to represent 
the North and Mississippi the South. 

The new Orange Bow! Stadium was 
dedicated on December 10, 1937, and was 
ready for the ‘38 Auburn-Michigan State 
game (The Orange Bowl Stadium 
underwent five expansions over the next 62 
years.} 

On March 3, 1939, Earnie Seiler became 
the bowls first full-time business manager.

incorporated as a non-profit organization 
and the Charter was signed by the first 
membership. 

Seiler’s successful marketing approach 
and his subsequent delivery of undefeated 
Oklahoma catapulted the Orange Bowl to 
the “big time’ in 1939. 

Oklahoma coach Tom 5Stidham, a friend 
of Tennessee coach General Robert 
Neyland, asked Neyland to bring the 
second-ranked Vols to Miami. The matchup 
of undefeated teams led to such media and 
public interest that, for the first time, the 
demand for tickets was more than the bowl 
could accommodate. More than 10,000 
requests were denied and 32,191 fans 
jammed in the stadium, despite a listed 
capacity of 22,050. 

In the years that followed, the Orange 
Bowl grew into one of college football’s 
“Big Four” bowls, taking its place with the 
Cotton, Sugar and Rose in producing 
championship football year in and year out. 
In its 62 years, the Orange Bowl Committee 
has seen 13 national champions come out 
of Miami, including four between 1991 and 
1995. 

Four national championship games 
were put together by the Orange Bowl 


Committee in the 1980s, largely due to the 
strength of the Big Eight and the arrival of 
the University of Miami on the national 
scene. Oklahoma made six Orange Bowl 
appearances and Nebraska four, with each 
school playing in two title games. The 
Orange Bowl game added corporate sponsor 
Federal Express to its title for the ‘90 game, 
pushing its payout to $4 million per team. 

In the fall of 1994, the Orange Bowl 
Committee voted to move its game to Pro 
Player Park, formerly known as Joe Robbie 
Stadium, as a condition of being included 
in anew three-bowl alliance. The Alliance 
awarded the Fiesta Bowi the national 
championship in 1996, the Sugar Bowl in 
1997 and the Orange in 1998. 

With the first Bowl Alliance game in 
1996 came the end of the longtime 
contractual relationship between the Big 
Eight and the Orange Bowl. All told, the 
conference had a team in the bowl for 36 of 
the previous 40 years. Also ended was a 31- 
year relationship with NBC. 

The Jan. 1, 1996 FedEx Orange Bowl, a 
four-point, Florida State victory over Notre 
Dame, was the last game played under the 
Orange Bowl banner in the old Orange Bow! 
Stadium. It was televised by CBS.

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As Virginia Tech's athletic program soars to unprecedented 
heights, officials are taking the necessary steps to keep the ball 
rolling by upgrading the University’s sports facilities. 

Tech broke ground in November for an $8 million multi- 
purpose athleuc project which will encompass a new facility for 
conditioning and weightlifting, an auditorium, academic center and 
Improved sports medicine complex. 

The new facility will be a two-story addition built on the west 
side of The Jamerson Athletic Center, which is located in the heart of 
the athletic complex between Cassell Coliseum and Lane Stadium/ 
Worsham Field. The project also calls for some first floor interior 
renovation of Cassell Coliseum and The Jamerson Center, 

The facility will be named for the F.W. (Sonny) Merryman, Jr, 
family of Rustburg, Va., which has presented the University a large 
gift for the athletic project. 

Lu Merritt, director of development for athletics, said a large 
share of the $8 million needed for the project already has been 
committed by alumni and friends of the university, 

Dave Braine, Tech’s director of athletics, said “This new facility 
will be a tremendous boost to our overall athletic program. With the 
addition, | think we will have one of the finest athletic comptexes in 
the country. 

“We are most thankful for the support of the Merryman family 
and the many others who have shown such great interest in this 
project.” 

The total basic area of the new addition will be 40,720 square 
feet with an alternate first floor enclosed connection of 1,100 square 
feet. Architects’ drawings call for a glass-enclosed corridor on the 
second floor which will connect the new building with the Jamerson 
Athletic Center. . 

The first floor area of approximately 24,150 square feet will 
include a conditioning and weightlifting complex, a multi-purpose 
gymnasium and an area for sports medicine and training. 

The second floors, approximately 15,570 square feet, will house a 
new entrance area to the athletic department with exhibits and 
memorabilia, an academic center, new classroom areas and a 130- 
seal auditorium suite which will be used as position meeting roams 
for coaches during football season. 

The addition of a new entrance area is welcomed by everyone 
in Tech athletics. The Jamerson Athletic Center, originally 
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constructed in 1982, does not presently have a central receptionist 
area. 

The renovation project calls for the enlargement of the football 
locker rooms to include 120 additional lockers with expanded 
shower facilities and air conditioning. 

The new project will be a tremendous asset to all Tech sports 
teams. Football Coach Frank Beamer is particularly elated. 

“Our goal is to continue to have a championship football 
program,” Beamer said.“In order to do that, we also must have 
championship-type facilities. We have had good facilities for a long 
time. We want to be the best in the BIG EAST Conference in every 
respect, however, and this new project will put us there as far as 
facilities are concerned.” 

Beamer takes special pride in proposed plans for a new weight 
conditioning room and speed training area.“In Mike Gentry, we have 
one of the natton’s leaders in strength, conditioning and speed 
work,” Beamer said."This will give us a facility to match his talencs.” 
Tech athletics presently do speed training in a small back gym at 
Cassell Coliseum. 

“It also is pleasing that we will upgrade our football locker 
rooms,” Beamer says."“We now are in the same area where | dressed 
as a player in the 1960s.”

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Virginia Tech's back-to-back appearances in the Bowl Alliance 
have been major highlights of late in The BIG EAST Football 
Conference, one of the country’s most prestigious college leagues. 

Tech became a charter member of the BIG EAST Football 
Conference in 1991 along with Boston College, Miami, Pittsburgh, 
Rutgers, Syracuse, Temple and West Virginia. 

Conference teams have enjoyed tremendous success. The first 
four years, BIG EAST teams battled for National Championship 
recognition in New Year's Day bowl games. 

Last year, lech became the Conference’s Alliance Bowl 
representative and came from behind in the second half to whip 
Texas, 28-10. Another BIG EAST member, Syracuse, had an 
impressive bow! victory last season, trouncing Clemson of the 
Atlantic Coast Conference, 41-0, in the Gator Bowl. 

This season, Tech will play in the Orange Bowl while West 
Virginia goes to the Gator Bowl, Miami to the Carquest and Syracuse 
to the Liberty Bowl. 

Commissioner Mike Tranqgnese said from the outset that the BIG 
EAST Football Conference wanted to compete at the highest level 
possible. The BIG EAST was a charter member of the Bowl Coalition 
which improved the quality of major bow] matchups and increased 
the chances of a national title game.

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The Bowl Alliance is a hybrid of the Bowl Coalition and was 
implemented last year. Again, the BIG EAST was an original partner. 

The Bowl Coalition has proved to be highly successful, 
producing a legitimate national championship game between 
Nebraska and Florida in the Fiesta Bow! last season and attractive 
matchups between Notre Dame and Florida State in the Orange 
Bowl and the Virginia Tech-Texas showdown in the Sugar. 

The BiG EAST always has assured itself of prestigious bowl 
invitations. The league champion attends the Fiesta, Orange or 
Sugar as part of its membership in the Bowl Alliance. An agreement 
with the Toyota Gator Bowl allows that bowl to choose a second BIG 
EAST team. For tne fourth straight year, the Carquest Bowl selected a 
third BIG EAST team. Last fall, the league signed an agreement with 
the St. Jude Liberty Bowl which chooses a fourth BIG EAST team. 

BIG EAST teams have enjoyed plenty of success in recent years. 
Virginia Tech currently is on a four-year bowl streak. Miami won 
national titles in 1983, 1987, 1989 and 1991.The Hurricanes played 
on New Year's Day every year from 1984 to 1994. Syracuse has been 
In a postseason bowl eight of the last 10 years. Boston College has 
gone bowling three of the last five years. West Virginia has been ina 
bowl three of the past four seasons. 

Television prominence always has been a staple of the BIG 
EAST. For football, the league established its own regional television 
package in 1991 before the league played a game. The BIG EAST 
Television Network immediately became the largest regional 
football network in the country. 

In 1996, the BIG EAST began new deals with CBS and ESPN. CBS 
televises up to 12 games each year. ESPN and ESPN2 carries at least 
12 league games each year. Both agreements, which run through 
2000, mean that CBS and ESPN televise a BIG EAST game virtually 
every week of the season. 

Tne BIG EAST assigned rights to all games not telecast by CBS or 
ESPN to Creative Sports of Charlotte, N.C.,a subsidiary of ESPN. For 
the second consecutive year, Creative Sports produces and 
distributes additional games for syndication, local markets and pay- 
per-view.

Nestled in the rolling hills of Southwest 
Virginia, the campus of Virginia Tech has 
that rare quality — a major, thriving, 
modern institute of higher learning, living 
in harmony with its beautiful surroundings. 

The campus, regarded as one of the 
most beautiful in the nation, is located in 
the town of Blacksburg, approximately 40 
miles west of Roanoke, Va. The town has the 
Unique characteristic of small-town 
friendliness combined with facilities often 
found in farger cities. 

Established in 1872 as Virginia’s first 
land-grant university, Tech continues to 





function in three major divisions — 
instruction, research and extension — in 
more than 100 principal buildings and 1S0 
laboratories on the 2,600-acre campus. 
Virginia Tech’s 26 residence halls house one 
of the nation’s largest on-campus 
populations (approximately 8,300 students). 
The on-camous housing provides easy 
access to the entire university, including an 
observatory, agricultural research areas, an 
environmental systems laboratory and 
extensive athletic facilities. 

Graduates of Virginia Tech pursue 
many diverse careers in fields such as 


Recently renovated Squires Student Center houses a variety of student activities. 
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aerospace engineering, business, computer 
science, Communication studies, education, 
forestry and architecture. Students can also 
study pre-law, pre-med and pre-dentistry at 
Tech. 

The university offers bachelor's degree 
programs through its seven undergraduate 
academic colleges: Agriculture and Life 
Sciences, Architecture and Urban Studies, 
Arts and Sciences, the Pamplin College of 
Business, Engineering, Human Resources 
and Education, and the College of Forestry 
and Wildlife Resources, On the 
postgraduate level, the university offers 124 
master’s and doctoral degree programs 
through the graduate schoo! and the 
Virginia-Maryland Regional College of 
Veterinary Medicine. 

Undergraduate work at Tech leads to 
the Bachelor of Science, Bachelor of Arts, 
Bachelor of Architecture and Bachelor of 
Landscape Architecture. Each program of 
Study requires a liberal exposure to basic 
science, the humanities and other 
disciplines (through electives) to produce a 
consistently well-educated graduate in 
more than 75 fields of study. 

All 50 states and more than 90 
countries are represented by Tech's student 
and faculty population. Tech offers an 
outstanding university-level education 
which is geared to meet the challenges of 
today’s multifaceted and rapidly changing 
society. More than 1,500 full-time 
instruction faculty, of whom at least 75

percent hold appropriate terminal degrees, 
serve the student body. The university also 

aids the Commonwealth of Virginia and the 
nation through its statewide extension and 
research divisions. 

The university conducts a $1t31 million- 
a-year research program, which places it in 
the nation’s top 50 in terms of research 
expenditures, More than 3,500 projects 
permit researchers to pursue new 
discoveries in agriculture, biotechnology, 
computer science, engineering, 
architecture, enérgy management and a 
wide range of other technical and non- 
technical fields. 

The possibilities for leisure sports and 
recreation activities are infinite. Students 
can participate in 2) intercollegiate sports 
ranging from football and basketball to golf 
and softball, the university's newest varsity 
sport. There are more than 400 student 
organizations which include intramural and 
extramural sports, student government and 
publications, and such special interest 
groups as caving and drama. Throughout 
the year, the university also sponsors 
exhibits, films, trips, lectures and concerts. 
An unending number of leisure pursuits are 
available both on campus and within a 
short drive. Water skiing, boating, hunting, 
fishing, snow skiing, mountain climbing 
and backpacking are all within minutes of 
town, 

The focal point of Tech’s athletic 
complex is the home of the Hokie football 
team, Lane Stadium/Worsham Field. The 
Tech basketball teams play in Cassell 
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Tech students practice their skills outside the classroom, 


Coliseum and Tech’s basebail team plays at 
English Field. 

Spacious Rector Field House provides 
Tech with a complete Astroturf football 
practice facility, [here are also an 18-hole 
golf course and 30 outdoor tennis courts. In 
the spring of 1992, the spectacular new 
Burrows-Burleson Tennis Center opened, 
complete with six Indoor and six outdoor 
state of the art courts. In addition, the War 
Memorial Gym offers facilities for handball 
and racquetball, six basketball courts, a 
swimming pool and gymnastics and 
weightlifting rooms. 

The majority of Tech’s athletic offices 
are located in the Jamerson Athletic Center, 
along with the Jim “Bulldog” Haren weight 


room, team meeting rooms and conference 
rooms. The athletic center is located 
adjacent to Cassell Coliseum, which also 
houses some of the school’s athletic offices. 

Virginia Tech’s Greek system is Corm- 
posed of 33 fraternities and 16 sororities. 
Students belonging to either fraternities or 
sororities make up approximately 17 
percent of the student population. 

The composition of Tech’s student bedy 
has also changed a great deal in recent 
years. Considered primarily a male, military 
college until the mid-1960s, now 40 percent 
of the 24,812 students on campus are 
women, while about two percent of the 
entire student body is enrolled in the Corps 
of Cadets.

Paul E. Torgersen: 14th president of 
Virginia Polytechnic Institute and State 
University, John W. Hancock, Jr. Chair in 
Engineering, 20 year dean of Tech’s College 
of Engineering, member National Academy 
of Engineering, fellow of the Institute of 
Industrial Engineers and the American 
Society of Engineering Education, recipient 
of the university’s first affirmative action 
award, Tech's 1992 Sporn Award for 
teaching excellence, and the 1994 Lamme 
Medal as the outstanding engineering 
educator in the nation. 

The honors mount up, but those who 
know Paul Torgersen weil know the one 
that moves him the most is a bit more 
modest. In 1984, under the leadership of 
the Student Engineer's Council, 
undergraduate engineering students (with 
some alumni helg) raised $20,000 to endow 
a scholarship in Targersen’s name, Quite a 
feat for young people who were yet to find 
full-time employment, 

Quite a feat for Torgersen also, Leading 
by example, this engineering educator has 
taught every year while at Virginia Tech, 
including his years as dean and president. 
Of his current role he says,”J consider myself 
a professor who also is president.” Of the 
high esteem granted him by students, 
Torgersen modestly notes,”l am especially 
moved by the Sporn Award and the student 
scholarship because they are from the 
Students. They are the reason we are all 
here.” He alsa is quick to add that he has 
personally conferred degrees on about 
20,000 Virginia Tech alumni. It has been 
said that Torgersen is more prone to miss a 
professional meeting with colleagues than 
miss teaching his classes. 

Noted as an energetic, can-do 
administrator, Torgersen wasted no time on 
his first task, Shortly after being 
unanimously selected by Tech's Board of 
Visitors, he began a series of travels around 
the state building relationships with the 
men and women who have a crucial voice 
on university funding: Virginia's state 
senators and delegates.”Ensuring that the 
General Assembly is aware of university 
programs and priorities is a primary part of 
my job. An interesting side note - 
legislator’s responses to my visits are always 
positive. There ts a great deal of respect for 
Virginia Tech throughout the state,” says 
Torgersen. The state legislature increased 
funding for higher education in the current 
fiscal year for the first tlme since 1989, 
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Dr. Paul Torgersen 


The president's agenda since taking 
over the leadership role has been 
straightforward: Focus, Accountability, 
Communications, and Fund Raising. “We 
will focus more sharply on our historic land- 
grant mission of helping people prepare for 
careers and citizenship, demonstrate 
stewardship for the resources granted us, 
ensure that our stakeholders are aware of 
our accomplishments and progress, and 
further develop support from private 
sources to maintain a margin of excellence,” 
says Torgersen.

In April, the Board of Visitors approved 
President Torgersen’s strategic plan. The 
University intends to maintain its somewhat 
Unique position as a major research 
university with a strong undergraduate 
emphasis. Virginia Tech will expand its 
outreach role emphasizing its statewide 
mission and availability of program 
offerings. The university will continue 
offering a comprehensive array of degrees 
in science, technology, professions, and the 
liberat arts, taking full advantage of 
communications, instructional, and 
information technology. Holding the line 
on adding more degree programs, 
Torgersen intends to improve the quality of 
those already offered. 

The Virginia Tech College of 
Engineering achieved national distinction 
under Torgersen’s tenure as dean. It has 
consistently ranked among the nation’s top 
2S engineering schools. The college's 
research funding has driven the university 
research program. Sponsored research in 
the college increased from about $1 million 
annually in 1970, when Torgersen took over, 
to about $39 million today. Under 
Torgersen the caliber of incoming students 
continually rose and today, about 70 
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percent of 
incoming 
freshmen rank 
in the top 10 
percent of their high school class. 

Teaching, research, and public service 
— the land-grant college mission — remain 
the core of President Torgersen’s value 
system. Holding firm on teaching standards 
he says,"We can't compromise on the 
quality of instruction. We could save money 
by having more graduate students teach, 
Dut that’s not an option here.” Indeed, 
bucking the national trend at large state 
Universities, more than 90 percent of Tech’s 
lecture classes are taught by professors. 

While Torgersen continués to work for 
appropriate levels of state funding, he is 
also bearing down on the university's 
current capital campaign. “| spend a lat of 
time on the road, but raising hundreds of 
millions of collars in private support is 
absolutely necessary in order to maintain 
our margins of excellence. | am gratified 
that so many who believe in us have 
stepped forward with a commitment,” says 
Torgersen. The $250 million campaign 
passed the $180 million mark in April of 
1996, 

Torgersen came to Virginia Tech in 
1967 as department head of Industrial 
Engineering. He was dean of the Caillege of 
Engineering from 1970-90, He was also 
acting president of the university in 1988 
and acting vice president for development 
and university relations in 1993. 

Torgersen and his wife, Dot, are natives 
of New Jersey, He has a B.S. in industrial 
engineering from Lehigh University and a 
M.S.and Ph.D from the Ohio State 
University. He 's a registered professional 
engineer and labor arbitrator, He and Dot 
now make their home at The Grove on the 
Tech campus, 

Torgersen’s other credits include 
appointment to the National Research 
Council, and chairmanship from 1982-84 of 
the Virginia Governor's Task Force on 
Science and Technology, which led to the 
founding of the Virginia Center for 
Innovative Technology. He has served on 
the editorial boards of the Journal of 
Engineering Education, the Journal of 
Industrial Engineering, and AllE 
Transactions.

The Virginia Tech athletic program has 
soared to national prominence under the 
leadership of Dave Braine, who in nine years 
as director of athletics has emerged asa 
giant in the field of sports administration. 

Four straight football bowl trips, a 
dramatic rise in basketball and four straight 
all-sports championships for men on the 
conference level have carried Tech and 
Braine to unprecedented heights. 

Honors continue to pour in for Tech 
teams, Nothing has been more significant 
than Tech’s success in football with national 
rankings and bowl trips for four years ina 
row, including two straight appearances in 
the Bowl Alliance. The National invitation 
Tournament championship in 1995 was 
another big pltrs as was the trip to the 
NCAA for the men’s basketball team in 
1996. 

The women cagers played in the NCAA 
for a second straight year in 1995. Tech 
swept three Atlantic 10 Conference 
Tournament titles in 1996 in golf and men’s 
and women’s tennis and was the regular 
season champ in baseball. The men’s team 
swept the Atlantic 10 All-Sports cup in 1996 
after daing the same three straight years in 
the Metro Conference. 

Indicative of Braine’s national 
prominence was his recent appointment as 
chairman of the National Collegiate Athletic 
Association Special Events Committee. In 
this capacity, Braine directs the work of the 
committee that certifies postseason bowl 
games, all-star games for football and 
basketball, overseas tournaments and other 
special events. 

Braine was instrumental in Tech 
gaining membership in the BIG EAST 
Football Conference and the Atlantic 10 
Conference for other sports. He also 
brought about the addition of three 
women's sporls—soccer, lacrosse and 
softball—giving the University a 21-sporn 
varsity program. Tech fielded its first official 
team in women's soccer in 1993 and 
Lacrosse got under way in 1995. Softball 
Started this spring. 

The Tech athletic director came to Tech 
on January 1, 1988. He inherited a program 
that was mired in controversy and has given 
the University a new program that 
emphasizes the quality of student life. 
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It is important to note that Tech's 
success uncler Braine has come in bath the 
classroom and on the playing field.“The 
concerns of the student-athlete must 
always come first,” he says."| want to make 
sure that all student-athletes at Virginia 
Tech have an opportunity to graduate. It 
will be our goal to give back a better person 
than we brought here.” 

The current graduation rate for Tech 
student-athletes is 70 percent. The national 
average for Diviston I schools is just 58 
percent. 

Braine is especially proud of the 
Athletic Director's Honor Roll which pays 
tribute to Tech student-athletes who post 
QCA’'s of 3.0 or better. Since the Honor Roll 
was established in 1988, an average of more 
than 150 athietes have been honored each 
semester. This figure represents more than 
one-fourth of the total number of athletes 
at Virginia Tech 

In Braine's time at Tech, there have 
been a number of significant improvements 
to facilities and there is a building boom 
taking place now. Plans have been 
announced for an $8 million multi-purpose 
athletic project which will encompass a new 
facility for conditioning and weightlifting, 
an auditorium, academic center and 
improved sports medicine complex.

Also, work is underway on a new 
outdoor track/soccer complex. This facility is 
due to be completed next spring. 

English Field, Tech’s beautiful new 
baseball facility, was opened and dedicated 
in 1989. The Burrows-Burleson Tennis 
Center was dedicated in February, 1992.A 
new cross country course was opened on 
campus in 1993, Braine also has overseen 
projects such as the installation of a new 
basketball floor, a new roof at Cassell 
Coliseum and extensive painting 
throughout the athletic complex. 





DIRECTOR DF ATHLETICS 


A native of Grove City, Pa., Braine 
received a high honor in February, 1993 
when he was inducted tnto The Mercer 
County Hall of Fame in his "home" area. 

Braine was a three-time football 
letterman at the University of North 
Carolina where he earned his B.A. degree in 
1965 and his master’s degree in 1966. He 
was an excellent defensive back anda 
record-setting place-kicker on the Tar Heel 
football team and was a member of the 
1963 Carolina team that crushed Air Force 
Academy in the Gator Bowl. 

After teaching and coaching football 
and baseball at Manatee High School in 
Bradenton, Fla., in 1966 and 1967, Braine 
joined the Virginia Military Institute football 
staff as a freshman coach in the spring of 
1967.He became a varsity coach with the 
Keydets in 1969. He moved to the University 
of Richmond as secondary coach under 
Frank Jones in 1971.The Spiders won the 
Southern Conference championship and 
played in the Tangerine Bowl during 
Braine’s time on the staff. 

In 1972, Braine accepted a position as 
defensive secondary coach under Pepper 
Rodgers at Georgia Tech and he moved on 
to the University of Virginia as 
administrative assistant and secondary 
coach under Dick Bestwick in 1974. He was 
promoted to assistant head coach in 1975. 

In 1978, Braine became assistant 
athletic director at the University of Virginia 
with special emphasis on football 
administration and facilities. He held that 
post until taking a similiar job at Fresno 
State in 1983. Braine was promoted to 
associate athletic director at Fresno State in 
1984 and held that job until landing the 
athletic directorship at Marshall University. 
In Braine’s time at Marshall, the 1987 
football team advanced to the 1-AA 
national championship game before 
bowing to Northeast Louisiana. 

Braine is married to the former Carole 
Bowles of Richmond, Va., who is a graduate 
of Lynchburg College. Dave and Carole have 
three children—Jennifer, a speech- 
language pathologist who resides in 
Richmond, Va., with her husband, Dave 
Brown; Steven, a Virginia Tech graduate 
and a sales-marketing representative with 
international Sports Properties, who lives in 
Blacksburg with his wife Kimberly; and 
Meridith, a junior at Virginia Tech who is an 
all-Atlantic 10 performer with the Hokie 
volleyball team,
